Fo urth Annual Meeting Was 
Held To day . 


THE STATE GRANGE, TOO 


The Po ultry Asso ciatio n Ho lds Its 
£ lg :hth Annual Meeting : To - 
^ 
Niffht—Pro g ramme. 


A number of gentlemen who are 
down on the official programme 
for papers and addresses at the re­ 
spective meetings of the seven 
state industrial associations this 
week are conspicuous by their ab­ 
sence. 
June K. King, president of the 
Missouri Swine Breeders’ associa­ 
tion, 
was 
not 
present at the 
seventh annual meeting of that 
body y esterday , nor was C. F. 
Clark, of Mex ico, presi/dent of the 
Missouri Horse Breeders’ associa­ 
tion, present at the fourth annual 
meeting of that organization to­ 
day . 
Not only have two presidents 
failed to materialize, but a num­ 
ber of others as well, and in con­ 
sequence there have been many 
changes in the programmes of the 
four day s’ meetings as originally 
printed. 
The attendance has been disap­ 
pointing, too, but those present 
are the representative men of Mis­ 
souri in their different classes of 
producing, and the week’s busi­ 
ness promises to lesult in much 
good. 


The Ho rse Breeders. 
The fourth annual meeting of 
the Missouri Horse Breeders’ asso­ 
ciation was called to order at the 
court house shortly after lo o’clock 
this morning. 
In the absence of Hon. C. F. 
Clark, of Mex ico, president of the 
association, 
G. W . Waters, of 
Canton, Mo., presided, and Milton 
Deering, of Columbia, acted as 
secretary . 
Mr. 
Waters 
introduced 
ex - 
May or E. W . Stevens, of Sedalia, 
who reviewed “ The Horse Indus­ 
try ” in an instructive and enter­ 
taining manner, the gist of his re­ 
marks being to the effect that 
horses must be improved if the 
business is ever to get back to 
where it once was. 
The “ trotter” 
is all right in his place, Capt. 
Stevens thinks, but the farmers 
have no use for him. 
If he starts 
into the business he soon reaches 
the conclusion that he is a turfman, 
and then he starts over the circuit, 
.ex pecting to win a barrel of money . 
Instead, however, a telegram is re­ 
ceived by the home folks a few 
weeks later, asking that money be 
sent to get the “ turfman” and his 
“ trotter” back to the old stamp- 
ing ground. 
Capt. 
Stevens’ remarks com­ 
manded the closest attention of his 
auditors from beginning to close, 
notwithstanding he left a sick bed 
in order that he might carry out 
his part of the programme. 
Emerson T. Abbott, editor of 
the Modern Farmer and Busy Bee, 
St. Joseph, Mo., followed Capt. 
Stevens with a splendid talk in 
favor of pure food national legisla­ 
tion. 
He wanted every man put 
in the penitentiary who would sell 
something under other than its 
right name iu order to deceive the 
purchaser. 
His whole talk, a splendid effort, 
^ 
was in favor of people getting what 


they ex pected to get when they go 
to buy some article of food, and ex ­ 
tensive legislation along that line 
is certainly demanded. 
Mr. G. W . Waters, of Canton, 
Mo., talked on the same subject as 
did Mr. Abbott, and made an earn­ 
est appeal in favor of state legisla­ 
tion looking to a production of 
pure food stuffs. 
A t the conclusion of Mr. Waters’ 
address the Swine Breeders’ asso­ 
ciation was called to order and en­ 
dorsed the Brosius pure food bill, 
which Messrs. Abbott and Waters 
had advocated in their respective 
remarks, and the State Grange 
will take similar action this after­ 
noon. 
There were no officers to elect at 
this meeting and sine die adjourn­ 
ment was had at noon.

The Missouri State Grange held 
a closed-door business meeting in 
the grand jury room at the court 
house this morning, C. O. Raines, 
of Benjamin, Mo., master, pre­ 
siding, with R. L. Harbaugh, of 
Liberty , Mo., officiating as secre­ 
tary . 
N, H. Gentry , of the State 
Board of agriculture, appeared be­ 
fore the meeting and ex tended an 
invitation to the delegates to re­ 
main over tomorrow and become 
the guests of the city at the ban­ 
quet to be given at Hotel Sicher 
tomorrow night. 
This afternoon an open meeting 
is being held at the court house,the 
following being the programme :

The Po ultry Sho w. 
The eighth annual ex hibition of 
the Missouri State Poultry associa­ 
tion is attracting large crowds to 
Menefee’s hall, and it is universal­ 
ly conceded that it far surpasses 
any similar show ever held in the 
west. 
The poultry y ards of Mis­ 
souri, Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa and 
Illinois have their choicest products 
on ex hibition, and they are attract­ 
ing much attention. 
The entries in the Mediterranean 
class are perhaps the largest, but 
all classes are well represented. The 
number of entries in the popular

GETS A NEW TRIAL. 


J. C. l)arra}>:li, Fo rmer Kansas 
City Bank President. 


A TWO Vr: A US’ SENTENCE 


The Trial Co urt Erred In Eefusinsr 
Vital Instructio ns fo r the 
Defendant. 


J. C. Darragh, former president 
of the Kansas City Safe Deposit 
and Savings bank, who was con­ 
victed in 18 97 of wrecking that 
institution and sentenced to two 
y ears in the 
penitentiary , 
was 
Tuesday granted a new trial by 
Judge Brace, in the state supreme 
court at Jefferson City , the de­ 
cision turning on a technicalit}. 
The reversal is on the ground 
that the trial court erred in refus­ 
ing instructions asked for by the 
defense that were vitally important 
to him. 
The bank failed in the panic of 
18 9 3, 
owing 
8 ,OCX) 
deposrtors 
$2,000,000. Since then the assignee 
has paid depositors but 15 per 
cent. 
President 
Darragh 
and 
Cashier Elmer Sattley were in­ 
dicted for illegal banking. Sattley 
was convicted in 18 9 4 and assessed 
four y ears. 
He applied for a new trial, and, 
pending action on the motion, en­ 
gaged in the real estate business in 
Chicago. 
He was finally sent to 
the penitentiary , but was pardoned 
by Gov. Stephens in May , 1S98 , 
going to Los Angeles to live. 
Darragh was tried twice, the 
first trial resulting in a hung jury . 
He was convicted in November, 
18 9 7, and sentenced to two y ears 
in the penitentiary , but immedi­ 
ately appealed. 
At the time of the failure the 
feeling against the bank officials 
was very bitter.

BLUE FOR THE SMITHS. 


Two Bro theri Who Are Charg red With 
the Killing : o f Leo po ld Ed- 
ling rer lio v emher 1 .

6 . — A 
strong chain of circu mstantial evi­ 
dence su rrou nds George and Ed 
Sm ith, who were arrested here last 
iWeek for the mu rder of Leop old 
Edlinger, near Fort Scott., Kas,, 
abou t November i. 
The clew which led to their ar­ 
rest was accidentally p ick ed u p by 
R . E. Tu rk , a black smith, who 
lives in Vernon cou nty, near the 
north line. 
He had been in Cedar 
cou nty on bu siness, and on his re­ 
tu rn home he met George Smith, 
who challenged him for a horse 
trade. 
The trade was made. 
On 
reaching home he learned of the 
mu rder of Edlinger and the stock 
he lost. 
The descrip tion of the 
lost mare fitted the mare T u rk got 
from Smith. 
R . E. Tu rk , John T u rk and C. 
Dixon determined to get the large 
reward offered, and made su re they 
were right and came back to Cedar 
cou nty. 
The mu les stolen from 
Edlinger were located, 
and the 
w agon identified 
on 
Thu rsday. 
T hen E d Smith was arrested; his 
brother George was not at home at 
the time, and his arrest was not 
made u ntil Su nday. 
Persons who had handled the 
p rop erty identified, attached every­ 
thing in sight to save themselves. 
O n Su nday Ferdinand Leimer, of 
Rock ville, Bates cou nty, came here 
and identified mu ch of the clothing 
in the tru nk which was attached, 
and many little trink ets and bed­ 
ding, as belonging to Edlinger. 
Leimer’s wife, a sister of Edlinger, 
had p rep ared mu ch of the clothing 
and bedding. 
A wagon which the Smiths had 
sold to Oscar Edsell had bu t one 
staychain, and it is lik e the one 
fou nd arou nd the mu rdered m an’s 
neck . 
The Smiths have been en­ 
gaged in hu ck stering since coming 
to Cedar cou nty, abou t Nov. i. 
T hey p ositively refu sed to give any 
information as to their 
former 
home or how they came in p osses­ 
sion of the p rop erty. 
Fort Scott 
au thorities are here awaiting req u i­ 
sition p ap ers. 
Leop old Edlinger, the mu rdered 
man, was a you ng German living 
near Prairie City, Bates cou nty, 
and started for Ok lahoma abou t 
October 24 with a good wagon, a 
team of mu les and one mare, and a 
well 
eq u ip p ed 
camp ing 
ou tfit. 
A bou t three week s after his dep art­ 
iré his body was fou nd chained to 
the bottom of Mill creek , west of 
F ort Scott, 
His head had a bu llet 
hole in it and a mark as if p rob­ 
ably made by an ax.

T he sta te legislation to w hich P resid en t Clev'e- 
land looked for relief from the evils of trusts 
has failed to accom plish fully tha t ob ject.

the proper way to d iscrim in ate b etw een evil 
injurious com b inations and those associations 
w hich are b eneficial and necessary to the b usi­ 
ness prosperity of the country. The great d i­ 
versity ofi treatm en t in different states a ris ­ 
ing from this cause, 
and the in tim ate re la ­ 
tions of all p a rts of the country to each other 
w ithout regarding sta te lines in the conduct of 
b usiness, have m ade the enforcem ent of sta te 
law s difficult. 
I t is apparen t tha t uniform ity of legislation 
upon this sub ject in the several sta te s is m uch 
to b e desired.

The w ithdraw al of the authority of Spain 
from the island oi Cub a was effected b y the first 
of Jan uary , so tha t the full re-eslab li-hm en t of 
peace found the relin« iuished territory held b y 
us in trust for the infiab itants, m aintaining, un ­ 
der the direction of the executive, such govern­ 
m ent and control therein as should conserve 
pub lic order, restore the productive condition.s 
of peace so long d isturb ed b y the instab ility 
and disorder w hich prevailed for the greater 
p a rt of the preceding three decades and b uild 
up tha t tran quil developm ent of tlie dom estic 
sta te w hereb y alone can b e realized the high 
purpose, as proclaim ed in the joint resolution 
adopted b y the congress on the 19 th of April, 
189 8, b y which the U nited Statesdi.sclalm ed any 
opposition or intention to exorcise sovereignty, 
jurisdiction or control over Cub a, except for tb e 
pacification thereof, and asserted its determ i­ 
nation when tha t was accom plishod to leave the 
governm ent and control of the island to its peo­ 
ple.

ple to a tta in to tha t plane of self-conscious re ­ 
spect and self-relian t unity w hich fits an e n ­ 
lightened com m unity for self-governm ent w ith­ 
in its own sphere, while enab ling it to fulfill all 
outw ard ob ligations. 
T his nation has assum ed b efore the world a 
grave responsib ility for the future good gov­ 
ernm ent of Cub a. 
W e have accepted a trust

T he greatest b le.ssing which can come to Uub a 
is the restoration of her agricultural and indus­ 
tria l prosperity, which will give em ploym ent to 
idle m en and re-estab lish t ’ne pursuits of pcaie. 
T his is her chief and im m ediate need. 
By the treaty of peace the Spanish poeple on 
the island have until A pril 11, 19 *0, to elect 
w hether they will rem ain ciiizens of Spain or 
b ecome citizuiiis of Cub .i.

I recom m end tha t the congress provide

The operations of the arm y are fully pre.sent- 
ed in the report of the secretary of war.

T h at th ere sh oui.i be no doubt as to th e para­ 
mount auth oritv th ere, on th e 17 th of August, 
it was directed . h at “ th ere m ust be no joint oc­ 
cupation with tae insurgents:” th at th e United 
States must pre.^erv e th e peace and protect per­ 
sons and pr per;y with in th e territory occupied 
by th eir military and nav al forces; th a t tae in­ 
surgents and all oth ers m ust recognize th e 
military occupation and 
auth ority 
of 
th e 
United .States. 
As early as December 1, before 
th e cession and in anticipation of tuat ev ent, 
th e comm mder in Manila was urged to restore 
peace and tranq uillity and to undertake th e 
establisnment of a 
beneiicent 
gov onuiment. 
wh ich sh ould afford th e fullest security for life 
and property. 
On th e 21st of December, after th e treaty was 
signed, th e commander of th e forces of occupa­ 
tion was instructed - to announce and proclaim 
in th e most public manner th at we come, nut as 
inv aders and conq uerors, but as iriends to pro­ 
tect th e nativ es in th eir h omes, In th eir empkjy- 
ments and in th eir personal 
and religious 
righ ts.” 
Th e same day. wh ile ordering Gen. Otis to see 
th at th e peace sh ould be preserv e^d in Iloilo, h e 
was adraonish e.l th at: 
“It is most im portant 
th at th ere sh ould be no conflict with th e iii.sur- 
gents. On th e first day of January. 18 9 , your 
general orders were reiterated th at th e kindly 
intentions of th is gov ernment sh ould be in 
ev ery possible w'ay communicated to th e iasur- 
genl.s.” 
On th e 21st of January I announced my in­ 
tentions of disp:itch ing to Manila a commission 
composed of th rc i gentlemen of th e h igh e.>t 
ch aracter and distinction, th orough ly acq uaint­ 
ed with th e orient, wh o. in ssociation with Ad­ 
miral Dewey and Maj. Gen. Otis, were instruct­ 
ed to “faci itate tne most h umane arid eiiectiv e 
extension of auth ority th rough out th e is.aiids 
and to secure, with th e least possiole delay, th e 
benefits of a wise and generous protection of 
life and property to th e inh abitants.” 
Th ese gentlemen were Dr. Jacob Gould Sch ur- 
man, president of Cornell Univ ersity; Hon. 
Ch arles Denby. for manv years minister to 
Ch ina, and Prof. Dean C. Worcester, of th e U ni­ 
v ersity of Mich igan, wh o h ud made a most care­ 
ful study of life in th e Ph ilippines. 
Wh ile th e 
treaty of peace was under consideration in th e 
senate th ese committees set out on th eir mi.s- 
sion of good will and liberation. Tneir ch ar­ 
acter was a sufllcient guaranty of th e beneiicent 
purpose with wh ich th ey went, ev en if th ey h ad 
not borne th e po-ativ e instruction.s of th s gov ­ 
ernment, wh ich made th eir errand pre-emÍ4.eiit- 
ly one of peace and friendsh ip. 
But before th eir arriv al at Manila th e sinis­ 
ter ambition of a few leaders of th e Filipinos 
h ad created a situation lull of em barrassm ents 
for us and most griev ous in its conseq ueace.-< to 
th emselv es. Th e clear and im partial prelimi­ 
nary report of th e eommis.sioners, wh ich I trans­ 
m it h erewith , giv es so lucid and compieh n.siv e 
a h istory of th e present insurrectionury mov e­ 
m ent th at th e story need not tae repeated. 
It is 
enough to say th at th e claim of th e rebel leader 
th at h e was promised independence by any of­ 
ficer of th e United States in return for h is as­ 
sistance h as no foundation in fact and is cate­ 
gorically denied by th e v ery witries.ses wh o were 
called to prov e it. Th e most th e insurgent lea !- 
er h oped for wh en h e came back to Manila w.is 
th e liberation of th e islan Is from th e Spani.sh 
control, wh ich th ey h ad been laboring for years 
with out success to th row off. 
Th e prompt accomplish ment of th is work by 
th e American army and nav y gav e h im olber 
ideas and ambitions, and insidious suggr st'oas 
from v arious q uarters perv erted th e purposes 
and intentions with wh ich h e h ad taken up 
arms. 
No sooner h ad our army captured Ma­ 
nila th an tbe Filipino forces began to assume 
an attitude of .suo.iUcion and h ostility wh ica ih** 
utm ost efforts of our officers and troops were 
unable to disarm or modify. 
Th eir kindness 
and forbearance were taken as a proof of cow­ 
ardice. Th e aggressions of th e Filipinos con­ 
tinually increased until finally, ju.st i-efore th e 
time set for th e senate of th e United 
''es for 
a v ote upon th e treaty, an attack, ev idenily 
prepared in adv an *e, was made all ai ng th e 
American lines, wh ich resulted in a terribly de­ 
structiv e and sanguinary repulse of th e insur­ 
gents. 
Ten days later an order of th e insurgent gov ­ 
ernm ent was issued to its adh erents wh o h ad 
remained in Manila, of wh ich Gen. Otis justly 
observ es th at “for barbarous intent it is un­ 
eq ualed in modern tim es.” I t directs th at at 
eigh t o’clock on th e nigh t of th e 4 th of F ebru­ 
ary th e territorial militia sh all come togeth er 
in th e streets of San Pedro, armed with th eir 
bolos, with guns and ammunition, wh ere con­ 
v enient; th at Filipino families only sh all be re­ 
spected: but th a t all oth er indiv idua’s, of wiiat- 
ev er race th ey may be, sh all be exterminated 
with out any compassion, after th e exterm ina­ 
tion of th e army of occupation, and adds; 
‘‘Broth ers, we m ust av enge ourselv es on th e 
Americans and exterm inate th em, th at we may 
take our rev enge for th e infamies and treach ­ 
eries wffiich th ey h av e committed upon u.s. 
Hav e no compassion upon th em; attack with 
v igor.” 
A copy of th is fell, by good fortune, into th e 
h ands of our officers and th ey were able to take 
measures to control tbe rising, wh ich wuis actu­ 
ally attempted on th e nigh t of February 22, 
a week 
later th an was originally contem­ 
plated. Considerable number of armed insur­ 
gents entered th e city by waterw'ays and 
swamps and in concert with confederates inside 
attempted to destroy Manila by fire. 
Th ey 
were kept in ch eck during th e nigh t and th e 
next day driv en out of th e city with h eav y loss 
Th is w’as th e unh appy condition of affairs 
wh ich confronted our commissioners on th eir 
arriv al in Manila. Th ey h ad come with th e 
h ope and intention of co-opérating with Ad­ 
miral Dewey and Maj. Gen. Otis in establish ing 
peace and order in th e arch ipelaco and th e 
largest measure of self-gov ernment compatible 
wdth th e true w’elfare of th e people. 
W ant th ey 
actually found can best be set forth in th eir owm 
w ords: 
‘‘Deplorable as war is, th e one in wh ich we 
are now' engaged was unav oidable by u.s. 
We 
were attacked by a bold, adv enturous and en- 
th usia tic army. No alternativ e was left to us, 
except iguominous retreat. 
“ It is not to be conceiv ed of th at anv Ameri­ 
can would h av e sanctioned th e surrender oí 
Manila to th e insurgents. Our ob l i g a t i . t o 
oth er nation.s and to th e friend y Filioinos and 
to ourselv es and our flag demanded th at force 
sh ould be met by force,. 
Wh atev 'er th e future 
of th e Ph ilippines may be, th ere is no couf se 
open to us now' except to prosecute th e wair un­ 
til th e insurgents are reduced to .submission. 
Th e comrai.ssion is of th e opinion th at t.iei e h as 
been no time since th e de-itruction of th e .'Span­ 
ish sq uadron by Admiral Dewey wh en it was 
possible to with draw our forces from th e is­ 
lands. eith er w'ith h onor to our elv es or safety 
to th e inh abitants.” 
Th e course th us clearly indicated h a.s been 
unflinch ingly pursued. Th e rebellion m ust be 
put dow'n 
Civ il gov ernment cannot be th or­ 
ough ly establish ed until order is restored. With 
a dev otion and gallantry w'orih y of its most 
brilliant h istory, th e army, ably and loyally as­ 
sisted by th e nav y, h as carried on th i^ uuwtl 
come, but most righ teous campaign, with i t li 
deserv ed success. Th e noble self-sacriiicv : v uaci 
w'bich our soldiers and sailors wh ')s'‘ >erv -tf 
h ad expired refused to av ail th em s^v es (ff th eir 
righ t to return h ome as long as ciiey ncie ntea 
ed at th e front forms one of th e brigh iest pac c.> 
in our annals. 
Alth ough th eir operations h av e 
been somewh at interrupted and eh eeked by a 
rainy season of unusual v iolence and duration, 
th ey h av e gained ground steadily in ev ery direc­ 
tion, and now' look forward contidently to a 
speedy completion of th eir task. 
Th e unfav orable 
circumstances connected 
with an activ e c impaign h av e not been perm it­ 
ted to interfere with th e eq ually im portant w'ork 
of reconstruction. 
Again, 
I inv ite your atten­ 
tion to th e report of th e commissioners for th e 
interesting and encouraging details of th e work 
already accomplish ed in th e establish m ent of 
peace and order and th e inauguration of self- 
mimiciual life in manv portions oí 
gov erning municipal life in many portions 
th e arch ipelago. 
I communicate th ese facts to th e congress for 
its information and action. Ev eryth ing indi­ 
cates th at W'ith th e speedy suppression of th e 
Tagalo rebellion, life in th e arch ipelago will 
soon assume its ordinary course under th e pro-

No effort will be made to build up th e waste 
places desolated by w'ar and long years of mis- 
gov eininent.

sh a^l continue, as we h av e begun, to open th e 
sch ools and th e ch urch es, to set th e courts in 
operation, to foster industry and trade and ag­ 
riculture and in ev 'ery w;iy in our power to

Prov idence h as 
brough t with in our jurisdiction feel th at it i.s 
th eir liberty and not our pow'er, taeir welfare 
and not our gain th at we are seeking lo 
enh ance. Our ilag lias nev er wav e<l ov er any 
community but in blessing. I believ 'e th e Fili­ 
pinos will soon recognize th e fact th at it h as 
not lost its gift of benediction in its worldwide 
journey to th eir sh ores.

Th e system of civ il jurisprudence now adopted 
by th e people of Porto Kic ) is described by 
competent lawyers wh o are familiar with it a.s 
th orouuh ly modern and scientific, so far as it re­ 
lates to m atters of internal business, trade 
production and social and priv uite righ ts in gen­ 
eral. 
Th e cities of th e island are gov erned un­ 
der ch arters wh ich probably req uire v ery little 
or no ch ange. So th at with relaii » n to matter.s

gov ernor and such oth er officers a.s th e general 
adm inistration of th e island may re<iuin\ and 
th at for legislativ e p)urpo.ses on subjects of a lo­ 
cal nature, not partaking of a federal eii iracter, 
a legislativ e council, composed partly of Porto 
Ricans and partly of citizens of th e Uniied 
States, sh all be nominated and appoiiiteil by 
th e president, subject to confirmation by th e 
senate.
